mn” stamp. 

Sir William lived long, he said, 
because of his choice of healthy 
parents. His son, the Honorable 
William P. Mulock, K. C.,M. P. 
is now postmaster General of Can- 


ada.

Explanation Given Of 
Special Delivery Fees 


Even some stamp collectors do 
not seem to understand special 
Delivery Fees since we have had 
some inquiries as regards the a- 
mount of postage on the new First 
Day Special Delivery Covers. 

It must be understood that the 
first thing necessary on any piece 
of mail is the postage stamp to pay 
for its carriage, through the mail. 
And extra. service such as 
registering, insurance, special 
delivery etc. is covered by addi- 
tional stamps in addition to the 
postage fee. It is unnecessary to 
quote the old special delivery 
charge but a table showing the 
new rates for special delivery 
may be of interest. 

On first class mail the rate is 
to be 13 cents for any piece of 
mail up to 2 pounds in weight. 
Over 2 pounds and up to 10 
on 20 cents. Over 10 pounds 
25c, 

For second, third or fourth 
class mail, the rates are 17c, 25c 
and 35c respectively, for weights 
as above. 

Thus we will now have stamps 
to make the 13c and 17c rate in

The Grimshawes Claim 
Smallest Post Office 


Some months ago we printed a 
story about a small post office 
known as “Bill’s Place, Pa.” and 
gave it credit for being the small- 
est Post Office in the United Sta- 
tes. 

Now comes a letter from Billy 
Merritt of Jacksonville, Florida, 
with a clipping from a magazine 





which claims the honor of the 
smallest Post Office for Grim- 
shawes, N. C., and strangly e- 


nough it is at present managed by 
the Grimshaws. Collectors inter- 
ested in Post Marks from such 
placed will find interest in the 
clippings which we print herewith. 

Another post office has come 
claimant for the dis- 
tinction of being the smallest post 
office in the United States. This 
time it is Bill's Place, Pennsylva- 
nia. 

Everyone in North Carolina 
knows that Grimshaw Post Of- 
fice at Grimshawes, N. C., is 
generally recognized as the small- 
est post office in the United 
States. They are familiar with the 
fact that it has been in the same 
location for sixty-five years and 
has been in charge of two families 
—Grimshaw and Alexander—dur- 
ing all these years. The last dis- 
putant of Grimshawes proud 
claim was a post office in Cali- 
fornia, but when the facts about 
Grimshawes were made _ known 
there was no further dispute. 

Inquiry develops that Bill’s 
Place Post Office was established 
in 1935. It is 6 by 8 feet in size. 
The community has a population 
of five. 

It has been mentioned in Rip- 
leys Believe it or not. 

In comparison, Grimshawes 
Post Office was established in 
1878, and its dimension are 6 feet 
by 5 feet 6 inches. 

From these facts it is clear that 
Grimshawes § still retains the 
proud title of “The Smallest Post 
Office in the U. S. A.” Warren 
Alexander, assistant postmaster at 
Grimshawes is doubtless ready 
and willing to take on any new 
claimants. :

Mr. McGee was uncertain and 
based his statements on old maps which he thought might or might 
not be correct, and because of this belief did not state in his article 
that the island was definitely pictured wrongly. 


letter and story we wrote to the 


National Geographic Society at Washington, since we knew that they

would be able to give the correct 
facts if there was an error in the 
position of the island in the pice 
ture on the stamp. 

Confirmation of the error came 
as we were about ready for press 
with our last issue and we had 
time and space only to add a small 
box confirming the fact, with a 
promise to give further details this 
week, 

Our letter to the National Geo- 
graphic Society was promptly an- 
swered and the answer signed per- 
sonally by Mr. Leonard C. Roy of 
the Editorial Staff of the Society, 
thus is without question, ample 
proof from unimpeachable quar- 
ters. 

The letter from Mr. Roy is quot- 
ed in full, since it gives the facts 
in as few words as we could tell 
it. 

October 11, 1944 
Mr. George Ward Linn, 
Sidney, Ohio, 


Dear Mr. Linn:— 
Answering your letter of Octo- 
ber 8, you are correct in your 


contention that the big end of the 
Island of Corregidor in Manila 
Bay faces west and if the top of 
the stamp is supposed to be north 
the stamp is geographically in er- 
ror. 

Of course ,if the stamp intends 
to show Corregidor from the Ba- 
taan Peninsula and the top of the 
stamp is south, it is correctly 
drawn, 

I have examined detailed maps 
in our Cartographic Division to 
bear me out in the above conten- 
tion. I am, however, enclosing with 
the compliments of the Society 
our new Map of Southwest Asia, 
in the upper right hand corner of 
which you wll notice an inset ti- 
tled “Manila’’. This will show also 
that the stamp is incorrectly de- 
signed if the top of the stamp is 
intended to be north. 

I take pleasure in enclosing a 
News Bulletin on Corregidor re- 
leased April 13, 1942. It may con- 
tain some material which you may 
use should you wish to go into a 
description of the island. 

Sincerely yours, 
LEONARD C. ROY, 
Editorial Staff.” 

Thus we have the facts which 
show the stamp to be in error for 
anyone would presume that the 
top of the stamp is north. Just how 
such an error could happen is a 
very simple matter. 

If the island was engraved from 
a photograph of the original draw- 
ing, it is entirelypossible that 
through carelessness, the negative 
may have been turned _ upside 
down when the photo print was 
made. This would reverse the po- 
sition of the island. 

I believe I am right when I say 
that the 10c stamp of the Bicenten- 
nial series shows such an error in 
preparation for the Washington 
head on this stamp faces to the 
right, while I believe the actual 
picture from which this is copied 
faces to the left. 

The map referred to by Mr. Roy 
is a quite large one and in the

THINGS ARE BEGINNING TO SHAPE UP 

For over two and one half years, since our location in this city, 
your editor has worked under a handicap that would discourage 
many. Had it not been for the splendid support of our readers, our 
advertising patrons and the local printers we would have found the 
; task much more difficult. Our readers have rallied 
to our support in such a splendid manner, that 
starting with a circulation of 10,000 copies weekly 
when we located here, we have been flooded with 
new subscriptions until today we are printing more 
than 17,000 copies weekly. That is almost a 100 per 
cent increase in a matter of about two and one half 
years. Our advertising patrons have _ given us 
splendid support, those who were on contract with 
us two years or more ago have profited by these 
past two years for in our own effort to build up 
the paper we have asked for less than our due from 
those who have stood by us. With ever increasing 
costs both for production of the paper and for office 
George W. Linn maintenance and other things we have carried 
through with every effort to keep our own personal needs at a 
minimum and have given more than should be expected to those 
advertisers who have stood by us. 

We have now carried this burden as long as we possibly can 
and are asking those advertisers who have been on contract with us 
over these past two years to renew their contracts at the present 
rate which is a bit higher than they have previously enjoyed. We 
feel confident that these dealers will appreciate the support we have 
given them in these years through a minimum advertising rate when 
our circulation has been steadily increasing. In fact increasing to 
such a point that they have enjoyed a period of low advertising 
cost, with ever increasing returns from such advertising. 

The new current figures are little above the old ones, but will be 
sufficient for us to carry on with our present plans which include 
additional help in our office in order that we may give better service 
and thus increase the value of their advertising copy.

The card shows little change from the current rates but is of- 
fered in such manner that one can tell at a glance, the cost of space 
of different size. It is a simple card to understand and we hope will 
avoid question in the future. 

From time to time we will add the names of other dealers. to this 
mailing list. If you have not received the circular and new rate*card 
and are a stamp dealer who advertises, we will be very glad to add 
your name to this mailing list. ny 

Within a short time we will send a letter to each advertising pa- 
tron, explaining the status of their advertising contract and the 
relation of the new Rate Card to such contract. 

There will be no change in rate on any contract now in effect 
until our first December issue. Wait until you receive a letter from 
us concerning your contract. All contracts now in effect will be 
carried through for the period for which they have been accepted.

Though some of them look very 
attractive with fancy overprints 
and strange surcharges, with Rus- 
sian sickles printed on Bulgarian 
and Yugoslavian stamps, pass them 
up, at least until Scott decides 
whether they’re going to list them 
or not. 

If you can get some of the more 
authentic issues used on legiti- 
mate “censored” covers, take 
them for a fair price but go easy 
on the stamps until things settle 
down and the water clears a bit.

Philippine Island Group we find 
the word Corregidor but no dot 
of any nature to indicate the act- 


ual island, thus you will not be! 


likely to find this island shown on 
any large map. The small portion 
of a map of Manila Bay shows 
clearly the small island of Corre- 
gidor and in a size large enough 
to show its form and shape and it 
is definitely with teh large end of 
the island toward the west, rather 
than the east as shown on the 
stamp. 

In the news release referred to 
by Mr. Roy, there is quite a bit of 
interesting information which we 
add herewith, 


CORREGIDOR, 
“HOME OF BIG GUNS” 

Corregidor, long called by neigh- 
boring Filipinos the “home of the 
big guns,’ is a green clad rock 
covering an area of only about two 
square miles, says the National 
Geographic Society. Its prewar 
population, reported vastly swol- 
len since the fall of Manilla, was 
estimated at about 8,000 people, 
including many civilian workers. 

Lying off center in the 11-mile- 
wide gateway to Manila Bay, the 
island is much nearer Bataan Pen- 
insula, a little over two miles to 
the north, than to the Cavite coast 
on the south. 

Shaped Like Tadpole 

Tadpole shaped, with its broad, 
rounded head facing the China 
Sea—the island rises in the west- 
ern portion to a height of nearly 
600 feet. From the lower-lying 
tail-like strip of land narrowing 
toward the bay, a reef curves al- 
most within touching distance of 
Caballo, another high and forti- 
fied, but smaller island, in the 
mouth of Manila Bay. 

About 4 miles southeast of Ca- 
ballo is El Fraile, a second gun- 
studded outpost of United States 
forces. This island, one of the 
most picturesque posts of military 
assignment, is known as the “stone 
battleship” because of its striking 
resemblance, through carved masts 
and turrets, to a real seagoing 
man-of-war. Still a third rock islet 
among United States sub-sentries 
on the Bay route, is Carabao, al- 
though this position, less than one 
mile offshore, is considered too

vulnerable. to be valuable. 

In peacetime, vessels were not 
allowed to come within a mile of 
these fortified islands. Corregidor’s 
searchlights pierced the dark 
nightly for any craft that might 
try to get by it, while legitimate 
commercial ships were permitted 
to sail into the Bay only through 
definite channels and under sharp 
surveillance. 

Corregidor often has been re- 
ferred to as the United States’ 
most powerful coast defense po- 
sition. As an outlying fortress, it 
is generally compared with Bri- 
tain’s Gibraltar because of its 
rocky character and intricate de- 
fense system, involving the use of 
concealed gun emplacements and 
stored supplies of food, water, and 
arms buried underground in stone- 
hewn tunnels and galleries. 

Although Gibraltar is much lar- 
ger and higher, towering to a peak 
of nearly 1,400 feet, Corregidor 
holds one significant advantage as 
a besieged fortress in the matter 
of available water supplies from 
natural springs. Luxuriant, tropi- 
cal vegetation, too, furnishes han- 


dy cover for Corregidor men and} 


arms to be hidden from enemy 
eyes. For any attempted landings, 
the island presents somewhat dif- 
ficult terrain, especially in the 
mountainious west, where steep 
coasts in many places dip sharply 
toward the sea. 

In addition to the military de- 
fenses installed at Corregidor since 
the United States’ defeat of the 
Spanish fleet in the famous battle 
of Manilla, the authorities have 
established there a number of im- 
provements for the comfort and 
recreation of peacetime forces sta- 
tioned on the island. These in- 
cluded swimming pools, golf cours- 
es, tennis courts, and _ baseball 
grounds; hedge-lined walks, bri-
